Some form of central heating system, cost unknown. 
Perhaps Mr. Hargreaves could give an estimate 
on this for next year. 
Hardwood floors for school rooms and living quarters 
to replage soft wood floors. Approximate 
cost (lst. grade birch) $ 900.00. Sanding 
and varnishing same, approximate cost $ 100,00. 
Minor rep@irs, such as - 
New boards on steps, repairing shed,corner boards 
on main building, seats etc. Approximate cost $ 150.00 


I recommend that if possible all the

Most of the above children have 
been attending the Garden River R.C. School in the 
past, and they can still do so, provided they are 
supplied with transportation, 


I have taken the matter of 
transportation up with Mr, F.J. Redmond, manager 
of the Algoma Steel Corporation Bus Sytem, and am 
enclosing for your information correspondance regarding 
same, 

You will note that Mr. Redmond 
states that they could extend the present bus service 
to Garden River, provided there will be at least ten 
passengers to be picked up. That would be a minimum 
charge of $ 2.00 per school day. Although there are 
only eight children at present, this number is sure 
to increase in the near future, as more members of 
the Batchewana Band move off the Garden River Reserve 
to the Rankin Location, and the present pre school 
children on the Location reach school age.

Marie on the 14th of August, 
next, ana the following day will visit Garden River, «nd enquire 
into the question of putting up a new building. It is hoped that 
it may be possible, if « few minor repairs are asie, to place the 
old builaing in « satisfactory condition for the teachers’ use for 
meat year. Mr. Ferrier will enquire as to this when he ie at 
Garden River.

The Chief and one Councilor on the reserve is agreeab 
the other 2 concilmen are living at Goulaie Bay , they both sent 
me word that they are willing, But there is one Councilman here 
Wm A, Boyer who will not sign, he has no shildren of School age 
and there is a click of Sayers who side in with him, Tom Sayers 
run for Chief and wae defeated and ever singe he has been opposed 
to everything that we tried to do, he has a cértain following tha’ 
will do as he says, 

If there is any legal way that the $1500,00 
could be taken out of their Interest money and let them go for 
a couple of pays without Interest I think it would be a great 
lesson to them, they want something that will hurt their pockets 
to bring them to time. DO THIS IF YOU POSSIBLY CAN. 
I met the Seperate Sohool Inspector dowythere on Monday last and 
he is of the same opinion as Mr Ferrier & myself that a new house 
ie badly needed and needed right ayay.

A emal eacher's residence is urgently needed at 
the Garden River|R. ©. Indian Day School. I instructed Mr. 
Agent MeNabb to secure resolutions from the Batchawana and 
Garden River Bands, authorizing us to expend $1500 and $500, 
respectively, from their capital funde, for the purpose of 
providing the moneys to erect a four-rcomed cottage for the 
use of the teachers. The resolution from the Garden River 
Band is hereunder, but there is a small clique at the 
Batchawanea Band, who obstruct the expenditure of $1500 from 
their capital funds in this connection. (Please examine the 

ent's letter). The Batchawana Band hae to its credit 
$87,117.31 and Section 69 (2) of the Indian Act gives the 
Governor in Council authority to utilise capital funds for 
the construction and repair of school buildings. 


Please arrange for an Order in Council, authorizing 
us to take $500 from the Garden River Band Funds (capital 
$97,822.88) for which we have a resolution, and $1500 from 
the funds of the Batchawana Band.

The undersigned begs to state that 
the residence in use by the teachers of the Indian Day 
School used by the Roman Catholic portion of the Garden 
River and Batchawana Indians and situated on the Garden 
River Indian reserve, in the district of Algoma in the 
province of Ontario, is inadequate and eo diiapidated as 
to be beyond repair, and it is necessary to replace the 
same at a cost estimated at $2000.00 for a suitable four. 
roomed cottage to accomodate the two teachers employed. 

The capital at the oredit of the

The Department has nover boon 
able to find out in what way Mre Le Tonturier has an« 
tagonized the Indians, but ho was warned to try to got 
along with thom as harmoniously as possible and ho wrote 
assuring the Department that he would do all in his 
power to carry out its wishes. There is nothing on file 
to show that the Chie? and Indians have boon willing to

There is no doubt about his being a competent 

teacher, judging from the Inspector's reports and as he

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ia a married man with a vory largo family 14 would be 
a hardship to dismiss him summarily +o moot the whins 
of the Indians. Mrs Le Tonturier's letters show that 
he is somewhat of a “orank", but there in some oxonse

While st Sturgeon Falls Agency recently, 
I visited the Garden Village Day School. 


I found the school building and teacher's 
residence to be very much in need of paint. It is too 
late, however, for this work to be done this fall but 
provision should be made for having it done in the spring 
Indian labor can be used. The shingles on the school 
roof are in bad condition especially on the north side. 


New pipes were urgently needed for the 
school stove and I instructed the agent to attend to that 
immediately. 


The teacher's residence is very much in 
need of a heating stove. All that the teacher has at 
present is § 411 cook stove with a very small fire box 
and drafts which nnot be closed tightly. [The result is 
that it i possible to keep a fire in for ever 
at a time without putting in more fuel. If a 
Quebec heater were supplied it conld be set bes 
cook stove and the same flue used by joining the pipes 
with a 7 joint. I consider this very necessary and woud 
be pleased if you covld authorize the agent to have one 
purchased.

For some months past I have been aware of 
the condition of affairs and have been endeavoring to 
secure a teacher of a very different stamp from Mr. 
Prosser, but have not yet succeeded in finding one whom 
I could confidently recommend, I will continue the 
search with all possible diligence and hope to succeed 
in the not distant future. 

I understand it to be the wish of the Superintendent 
General to improve the character of Indian Day Schools 
partly by improved buildings and plant, and partly by 
securing a better grade of teachers, I am heartily in 
sympathy with this policy, but venture to point out that 

_ it would be very difficult to secure thoroughly qualified 

i teachers, willing to take charge of an Indian School 
nless they can be promised a better salary than is 

fpaid at present. At Georgina Island it is essential 
that the teacher should be a married man, 

Hoping to be able to submit, before long, a name 
that will be satisfactory,

I interviewed the Agent with reference to 
Mr.Prosser's school, condiact,and attention to school matters 
and find that the agent held a very high opinion of 
My.Prosser and said that he was doing as good work as any 
teacher had ever done that hei been there during his tenure 
of office. He said there had been some complaints in 1907 
such as the teacher being absent attending some religious 
convention, but that he believed since then everything had 
been satisfactory.

I asked him if it would not be wiser 
to allow him to finish this year and see if he would not give 
satisfaction during that time, but he insisted om a public 
investigation being held, which I held! yesterday; I invited 
and had present practically the whole male membership of 
the Band, I invited them to state their grievances. and there 
was no one in the Band with the exception of the Chief who 


would say they hed any fault to find with the teacher. The

Chief Canoe moved and James Charles seconded -

and I might say the former Inspector's report is entirely at 
variance with the more recent report of Mr.Mulloy- 

After the decision of the Gand I informed them that the 
Chief was perfectly right in making complaint @f the school was 
not preperly conducted, but hed advised them since the band had 
voted in favor of retaining the teacher, to offer him any 
assistance they could in maintaining a good attendance and to 
work in harmony together. I also told Mr.Prosser to conduct 
the school at all times so that his work would always bear 
sorutiay.- 

If the Department in ite wisdom decides to continue the 
teacher in office, I think he will conduct himself in a 
satisfactory manner. I would suggest and think it only fair that 
he be retained in his present position, owing to the expression 
of opinion as presented herein by the Band and others.

Your letter is to hand enclosing a copy of a 
letter from Mr. A. Crozier, thretening action against 
the missionery for damages done by his dog. 


By unexpected good fortune I was able to have an 
immediate interview with Rev. J. Arnott, of Sutton, 
who is Superintendent of this miseion and has been closely 
in touch with the whole situation. As usual there are two 
sides to the etory. In the main, however, the allegations 
against the miseionary's dog are admitted. The charge of 
being abusive to the aged chief, or more correctly, the ex- 
chief Charles Big Canoe, ie explained by the fact that the 
old gentleman and the missionary had a rather serious 
altercation in a public place. According to my information 
neither of them recall the argument with any special pride 
or pleasure. 


Rev. Mr. Arnott has intervie wed the missionary, 
the lawyer, the Indian Agent, Mr. Boucher, the ex-chief 
Charlee Big Canoe, his son Albert, with whom the old 
gentleman makes his home, and other members of his family. 
He assures me that there is a disposition all round to 
settle the matter without legal procedure, and at least a 
possibility of restoring reasonably good relation: betwe 
the missionary and the Big Canoe family. 


In view o I obvious advantage of course, 
I beg to recom h the matter be placed for settlement 
in the hands tev. J. We. Arnott and the Indian Agent, Ur. 
Boucher, and t all parties be advised to accept their 
settlement. are Arnatt has expressed his {llingness to 
undertake this work in cooperation with Mr. Boucher if it 
fe the wieh of the Indian Department.

Mies Martin is an Indian,27 years of age. She 
has had three years’ experience as teacher in Indian schools, 
two of which were on the Six Nations' Reserve, and last year 
at Georgina Island. She has no professional qualifications, 
having had only a high school training. Salary allowed is 
at the rate of $600 per annum, together with bonus at the 
rate of $150. She also receives $50.00 for mission work 
from the Methodist Church. Favourable reports have been 
received regarding her work, and that she is making a success 
at this school. 


Rev. Mr. Smith points out that the teachers at 
Parry Island, where the circumstances are similar, are 
receiving a considerably larger salary than Miss Martin. 
Miss Huffman who taught the Ryereon School was paid $600 
per annum and bonus of $150. She has had normal training 
and a 3rd class certificate. Mrs. English, who taught 
the Shawanaga, received a salary of $750 per annum and bonus 
at the rate of $150. She also had a 3rd clase professional 
certificate,with model training. 


Owing to the isolation of Georgina Island it is 
difficult to obtain a good teacher, and as Miss Martin has 
done good work it would be advisable to retain her services, 
and I would recommend that she be granted an increase of 
$100 fron the beginning of the aw sekeet year.

With regard to equipment for boy scout work, I 
have to requeet that you will make out a requisition for the 
suppliee that would be neceesary for the purpose, stating 
their cost.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letters of the llth instant, reporting the advanced 
state of disrepair in which the council house and the 
schoolhouse on Georgina Island are, and in reply I 
beg to say that apparently the schocl-house is not 
so bad as the school Inspector has not reported against 
it, but if small repairs are required you will please 
look into the matter and inform me just what is neces- 
sary with an estimate of the cost and the repairs can 
be made during the summer vacation. 


With reference to the council hall I think 
it ia considered inadvisable to spend very much money 
on the building, a8 it is considered a better policy 
to get along with the present council hall and also the 
school-house until such timee“the Band funds are re- 
plenished from the sale of Snake Island. In the mean- 
time small repairs should be made to the council hall 
and you should have the building jacked up and 4 new 
sill put under it which will meke the building in shape 
for a short time at least.

reserve I discussed this matter with Chief N. Commandant and 
several other head men of the band and have come to the conclusion 
that it would be advisable to make the change above referred to, 
I informed them, however, that I would not be in favor of making 
any change until after July let next. In making the proposed 
change I would suggest that the school be held in the Methodist 
Church from July lst next to December 3lst after which school 
would re-open at the schoolhouse for six months; in this way 
the winter weather would be about evenly divided between the 
two sections of the reserve, { informed the chief that the 
continuance of the proposed change would entirely depend upon 
the manner in which the children attended. 

If my suggestion meets with your approval in this matter 
I will be pleased to receive your instructions and inform Chief

Referring to your letter of September 5th 
1906, #152195 stating certain ciroumstances connected 
with the Indian Day School at the Gibson Reserve, I 
beg to say, - First, that Mr. Kendall is a new 
Missionary-feacher sent to that point about two months 
ago. Second, any changes that heve been made in regard 
to the sohool, such as holding the sessions half a 
year in the church and the other half in the school- 
house, have been made without any reference, as far 
as I am aware, to this office, either by the missionary 
in charge or the Department. 

Under existing arrangements between us and the 
Department it is our understanding that both school 
buildings and school furnishings are supplied by the 
Department, If the Rev. E. R. Young or Mr. Kenéiall 
undertook that the Indians should supply the necessary 
epperetus, it was done on their own initiative without 
any instructions from or correspondenes with us. 

I would gladly help to straighten out the matter 
but Mr. Young is no longer in that part of the country, 
having been moved, in accordance with the usual custom 
of our Church to another charge. However, I will 
write to the Rev. C. W. Watch, Chairman of the Distriet,

The Department 
appear to be under a misapprehension with regard 
to this school. Miss Jamieson has not been teaching 
since the end of last school year. The present 
teacher is Miss Margaret Smellie of Fergus, Ont., 
an excellent and superior young woman, (English 
Canadian) who holds a second class, non-professional 


certificate. 1 do not suppose the school has had a 


better teacher for mony years. 


I consider thet Miss Jamieson taught as well es 
a teacher holding a High School Entrance Certificate 
was likely to teach. The conclusion come to that 
the school was ineffieient because certain Indians 
thought so seems a little open to objection. The 
Inspector did not visit the School during the 
school year 1906-7, and the opinion as to inefficiency 
does not appear to have been expressed by any person 
very competent to judge. Mise Jamieson was teach- 
ing at a time when there was considerable party feeling 
amon ghe Indians regarding the removal of the school 
to and from the church, and the adverse reports 
arose out of this. 

The Department should recognize that it is very 
difficult to secure e high class teacher for such a 
lonely place. 

The Department would probably ascertain from 


the Inspector's last Report that the school equipment

I am enclosing with this the application of Miss 
Robbins for the position of teacher at Gibson, also her testimonials 
I have wired her not_ to report for work until September 15th as 
the doctor has had all services withdrawn now for some time owing 
to diptheria on the Reserve and he has notified me that the school 
must not open until the 15th. 

I understand the difficulties re appointment of teachers but 
the securing of a second-class professional is out of the question. 
In fact I would be paceger to be freed from all responsinility re 
the engagement. iss Robbins is the only teacher in view who has 
had any experience, and the Inspector who called on me to-day in 
realtion to the school, was pleased she had accepted, but said he 
was very much surprised she was Willing to go into the Reserve. 
There are no scholars in advance of the Third Book, and the isolation 
is trying on any person. Mr. Powell, the Inspector, said, 

A Second-class teacher was certainly out of the question. No such 
teacher could be secured for less than $450.00, and they had never 
had such a teacher. Miss Smellie had no certificate at all, 
simply a permit. This is the same as Miss Robbins. I might say 
Mi o eeyeaee has proceed in Hirsh School very near to Junior leaving 
standard. 


I should like very muck to know if I am to retain Miss Robbins. 
If not, I suppose I shell have to compensate her in some way, for 
I have really engaged her knowing to difficulty of securing teachers. 
To have waited to have forwarded the application would have 
prevented the engagement.

ing the information that Miss Robbins , who had been 
for some little time teacher of the Indian Schéol 

had suddenly made up her mind to give up the post. 

I enclose a copy of her letter to Mr. Watch from 
which you will see that the ostensible reason for 
deserting her post so suddenly is a report which had 
reached her to the effect that Chief Commandant had 
written to the Missionary Society accusing her of 
faults, with the object , she believes, of securing 
her dismissal, and the re-appointment of Miss Smellie. 
No communication from Chief Commandant has reached 
the Mission Rooms, though for aught I know he may 
have written to the Department on some such line as 
Miss Robbins supposes. It is evident, however, that 
she is influenced by other reasons, some of which are 
not specifically mentioned, and it wuld be useless to 
tetain the services of a teacher who is so completely 
dissatisfied with her position. 

I also enclose a letter from Miss Mary L. Decaire, 
a dangnter. I believe, of the former chief, applying 
for the position of teacher, I have no information 
poapect ag her qualifications except what is supplied 
by Miss Robbins and by Miss Decaire's own letter, The 
latter indicates that her knowledge of English is very 
defective, and if it was deemed advisable to employ her 
at all, I think it should be only as a temporary supply 
until we can make better arrangements. 

I will be glad to be informed what you think of this 
suggestion, and in the meantime will do my best to find a 
fu 1, qualified teacher who may be sent with the approval 
of the Department.

ie writing you by this mail and I think she would take the school 

at once if it is agreeable to you and all concerned. I came back here 
to teach at the New Year and thought I could content myself till lst 
of July. Just thie week I heard that Mr. Commandant, the Chief had 
written to the Missionary Society accusing me of faults of which I 

am not cognizant, in order to get Mies Smellie, (their former teacher) 
here again. I have conscientiously tried to do my best since coming 
here and I feel that I could not put up with unjust accusations from 
anyone, not even the chief. Then another "con" is that I am boarding 
too far from the school and could not walk that distance in the winter. 


Decaires, (where I board) heave been as kind to me as I could wish them 


to be, but I thoughtI wab going to board at the Parsonage, I believe 
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I would not have come at gll. I understood my salary would be $300, 
& year at the rate of $30. a month for ten months. Well I only 
receive $25 a month, end, as yet have not rece! ved my salery for 
the last three months’ tuition. I would not mind waiting a week 
for it but I do not like to wait a month. I had no idea that 
circumstance would be as they are, when I decided to return in Jan, 

I am not blaming you for anything Mr. Watch for you have been very 
kind to me, but I have written all thie just to let you know how I 
feel about it for I thought an explanation was due you. 

I just feel that I cannot stay longer than this week, and I 
will try to get a sohool among white people as soon as possible, but 
never among Indiane again.

Mr. Supt. Macdonald has forvarded several 
letters in connection with the Gibson school. ‘his is 
recognized as a Methodist sohool and a vacanoy having 
oocurred the Superintendent appointed a Miss Maud C, Forrest 
without consulting the Department or the Church, although 
the Department wae in communication with the Rev. Dr. 
Sutherland in reference to seouring the services of a 
competent teacher for this reserve, 

Dr. Sutherland was advised of the situation and 
expressed his willingness that Miss Forrest should remain 
ontill the end of the school year, June 30, next. This 
arrangement was apparently satisfactory. 

The correspondence forwarded by the Supt. indicates 
that trouble has arisen between the teacher and the wife of 
the resident missionary, Rev. Mr, Kendall, which will most 
likely result in the teacher's Tesignation being sent in, 
wkigk necessitating the ologing of the school or the employ- 
ment of an uneducated Indian boy, The whole trouble on this 
reserve seems to be that the resident missionary is married 


to an Indian woman, who makes herself most officious and 


overbearing. Mr. Kendall, although not sammam actively 


engaged in the school work, is nominally the teacher. He 
signe the returns and draws the salary. It is time that 


this 
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anomalous state of affairs should end and that the 
Officesof teacher and missionary should be separated. 


There is nothing in the oorrespondenoe that would 


justify the Department in calling for Miss Forrest's 


resignation and rather than that the school should be 
closed it would be well to ask her to remain on till 
the end of the quarter and the Nethodist Churoh should
